JOSEPH Topp, a farmer, of Bloom, 
Wis was killed by a falling tree the other 
day. 

Dr. ELuiort, recently from Almonte, 
Ontario, was tarred and feathered by a 
party of citizens at Grand Forks, Dakota, 
the other night.

THE elections in Italy resulted in a 
victory for the Progressists. All of the 
members of the present Cabinet having seats 
in the Chamber of Deputies have been re- 
turned. 

THE revolution in Sonora is ended. 
Governor Ortez has returned with his Cab- 
inet to Hermosillo and discharged his sol- 
diers. Gen. Reyes will now turn his entire 
forces against the Apaches on the southern 
border. 

THE gale which has been sweeping 
the southern coast of Spain has done much 
damage to shipping at Cadiz and Alicante. 
Twenty-four fishermen are said to have 
been drowned in their boats. Several bedies 
have been washed ashore. Many families 
are left destitute. 

Two prominent lawyers grew warm 
in the Chancery Court at Memphis, Tenn., 
the other morning. Col. George Gantt said 
counsel on the other side were trying to 
hoodwink the court.

Mrs. Lapham was fatally injured in an effort 
to save her little ones.

The Louisiana State Grange has 
adopted a resolution recommending ele- 
mentary works on agriculture in the public 
schools; also a resolution declaring that the 
Patrons of Husbandry make war on no le- 
gitimate business, but are endeavoring to 
better the condition of the farmers, thereby 
making them more self-sustaining. ‘*We 
wit', however, make, at all times and in all 
places, war against monopolies of a nature 
that affect our interests or the interests of 
the people generally. ’’ : 

A man registering as Wm. Runyan, 
of New Orleans, was found dead in his 
room at the Stanton House, Chattanooga, 
Teri., the other night, a pistol in his hand 
and a bullet in his brain. 

Thomas F. Hudson, a dry goods mer- 
chant of Fort Worth, Tex., who was report- 
ed as having failed a few days ago, has come 
menced suit against Willis & Bro., of Gal- 
veston, for $100,000 damages for seizure of 
stock, thereby suspending his business. 

A. M. Sullivan, M. P., spoke to a 
large audience in. New Orleans the other 
evening. He intends to visit some of the 
larger sugar plantations. 

A demand of $1,500,000 in gold cer- 
tificates, in twenties, fifties, and one hun- 
dreds, has been made by the sub-treasury at 
New Orleans. 

Dr. C. W. Rice, a well-known physi- 
cian of Louisville, Ky., has been arrested 
for malpractice. 

Benjamin F. Kelly, the Government 
Superintendent at Hot Springs, Ark., has 
been removed on account of age and Sam- 
uel Hamblin has been appointed his suc- 
cessor. 

The Governor of Texas has received 
a telegram from New York offering seventy 
cents per acre for one million acres of State 
lands. 

Indian trust funds to the amount ot 
$153,000 were in 1860 invested in coupon 
bonds of the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. 
Louis road. The government seized the 
line during the war, and the company re- 
fused to pay interest due, but now offers to 
compromise on $125,000. 

E. Evans, a young physician, was 
shot and killed at Nicholasville, Ky., the 
other night by George Letcher, a lawyer. 
The difficulty was over a fee which Evans 
owed Letcher. Letcher surrendered him- 
self to the authorities and is in jail. Evans 
had been married exactly one month at the 
time of his death. 

The McAllister gun, invented and 
patented by Dr. A. H. McAllister, of Union 
County, Mississippi, has twenty-four rifle 
barrels and discharges five hundred car- 
tridges a minute, greatly exceeding the 
Gatling gun in execution and reliability. 
The entire work of construction was done at 
the blacksmith shop on his plantation by 
Dr. McAllister and a machinist of the neigh- 
borhood. 

The commissioners appointed to se- 
lect a site in Louisville, Ky., for a public 
building agreed upon the Exposition prop- 
erty, corner of Fourth avenue and Chestnut 
street. 

Rey. Dr. T. T. Eaton, of Louisville, 
Ky., refused to allow his pulpit to be occu- 
pied by any member of the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union in session in that 
city. 

St. Matthew’s Cathedral, in Dallas, 
Texas, was entered the other night and the 
mite boxes, containing between $75 and $100, 
robbed. The money was the contribution 
of cbildren for a year past. They were try- 
ing to raise enough by nickel contributions 
to build an iron fence around the yard. The 
thief was evidently a child, as the window 
at which he entered would not admit a 
grown person. 

The gold-mining fever has broken out 
anew in Georgia, and almost every paper in 
the State has something to say about the 
yellow metal. 

Pearce County, Georgia, is seeking 
legislation that will increase the cost of li- 
cense to sell liquor in that county to $10,000 
per annum. 

A party of English noblemen arrived 
in Houston, Texas, the other day, accom- 
panied by Dr. John E. Ennis, of Chicago, 
Passenger Agent of Gould’s Southwestern 
system.

Tramp-Architecture. 





Wistar’s woods, near Ardmore Sta- 

tion, on the Pennsylvania Railroad, for 
more than a year past has been a regu- 
lar rendezvous for tramps. The woods 
are about a quarter of a mile from the 
Lancaster road, and embrace nearly a 
hundred acres of wild, unbroken forest. 
Such a wilderness affords stragglers all 
the seclusion ‘and protection that they 
desire. Through the woods flows a 
stream, along the banks of which are 
high, shelving rocks, and fantastic, 
gnaried roots of trees, overhung and in- 
tertwined with saplings, vines, ferns, 
and wild flowers. e rocks afford 
numerous places of shelter to the tramps, 
the roots give them opportunity for the 
exercise of their skill, while, strange as 
it may sound to some, they were not ob- 
livious to the charms of the sylvan beau- 
ties by which they were surrounded. 
Traces of tramp-occupancy may be seen 
all along the creek. In one place sev- 
eral fence-rails have been stretched from 
stump to stump to form benches, the 
backs being made by bending down and 
interweaving young beech-trees and 
grape-vines. Beech-trees and grape- 
vines also form quite an airy rustic 
bower, within which may be seen large, 
flat, blackened stones piled together for 
a fire-place; several old pots, tin-pans 
and waiters, while here and there may 
be seen scattered a faded flag, an old 
boot, or a piece of suspender. Perhaps 
this was a summer-house, winter-quar- 
ters evidently being more substantial. 
One place was in a sort of natural cave, 
formed by a deep depression in the 
earth, overhung 7 great rocks. Here 
may still be seen the blackened ‘‘hearth- 
stone,’’ with the inevitable accompani- 
ment of old tin-pans. From one tree to 
another stretches a piece of telegraph 
wire, from which are suspended a lan- 
tern and a hanging-basket filled with 
moss and vines. It would seem that 
tramps have a taste for the beautiful. 


The hut is quite a work ‘of art, con- 
structed according to no rules but a 
tramp’s own sweet will. The visitor 
sees a hollow about ten feet square and 
six feet deep, the hollow being on the 
side of a hill, which slopes above the 
depression for about fifty feet and be- 
low it for about fifty more, covered with 
a most luxuriant growth of tall forest 
trees, a thick underbrush, and a carpet 
of ferns. At the left side and back of 
the hollow rise high rocks, with smooth, 
perpendicular faces, and around it grow 


a dozen or more slender young veo 


trees. The visitor can imagine a 

or other architect tying some of these 
beech trees together with telegraph wire, 
bending others against them, and rest- 
ing logs and rails upon the wire and 
saplings by one end and placing the oth- 
er upon the rocks and swelling ground. 
He could easily form a roof so, filling in 
the crevices with sticks and dried leaves. 
He could close the spaces between the 
upright young beeches with perpendicu- 
lar pieces of wood and bark, so as to 
make the front and one end of the cabin, 
the rocks and hill constituting the back 
and the other end. Of course he would 
leave a door and a window in front. He 
might—for this tramp did—make a fire- 
place of stone against the rocky end, 
and fix an old rusty milk-churn above 
it, through the roof, so as to do duty as 
a chimney. He also filled a greater part 
of the earth floor with dry leaves for a 
bed. The architect of the cabin is 
known in the neighborhood as Indian 
Jack. He has had, until recently, a great 
number of companions, off and on, some 
of them women; but all looked up to 
Indian Jack as the smart one of the 
number. The shanty was decorated 
with old pots and pans, waiters and 
lanterns, cast-off clothing and a black- 
ing-brush—though what a tramp needs 
of a blacking-brush in not clear. 


Indian Jack is quite a sculptor. One 
of his productions is the head of a rhi- 
noceros carved out of the root of a beech- 
tree, overhanging the creek. Another 
root is made to resemble an elephant. 
Some of his figures are movable, but 
nearly all constructed from peculiar 
pieces of root, — suggesting the 
shape into which they are finally 
wrought. Most of the elaboration is 
bestowed upon the head. ‘*The Clown’”’ 
has bright eyes, a grinning mouth, and 
a jaunty hat. ‘The Squaw” is crowned 
with a flowing mane of horsehair, be- 
neath which dangle ear-rings formed of 
curled pieces of woody vine. ‘*The 
Baby”’ reposes in a hammock of inter- 
woven grape twigs. ‘The Chief’’ is 
gorgeous in feathers and finery. In this 
work of art the headis a round knot, 
which has grown from the side of a 
shaggy tree, so that the warrior, as it 
were, looks out from a bark medallion. 
His earrings and other ornaments hang- 
ing from his tangled horsehair locks are 
of twisted pieces of metal and old tin- 
types. All of these human effigies are 
plentifully besmeared with red, white 
and black pigments, the red — »ke- 
berry juice. Ali the eyes and teeth fairly 

listen in their white. Besides these 
Raseatio images Indian Jack has made 
many other queer things, among them 
a most ingenious puzzle composed of an 
intricate network of vine-twigs and a 
few iron rings. 

Now that the great body of the tramps 
have betaken themselves to other re- 
gions, the le in the neighborhood 
can safely explore their recent haunts 
and learn something of their habits and 
occupations. Indian Jack still lingers, 
but he is far above the ordinary ran of 
tramps. He is not an Indian, nor has 
he, as some have supposed, Indian blood 
in his veins. His real name is a mys- 
tery. He belongs to a respectable Phil- 
adelphia family, but prefers living iu 
the woods and earning a few pennies by 
doing odd jobs in the neighborhood to 
staying at home with a disagreeable 
-wife.— Philadelphia Times.

—When a glass stopper sticks in the 
bottle pass a strip of woolen cloth round 
the neck of the vessel, and see-saw it 
backward and forward. This friction 
heats and causes the neck to expand, so 
that the stopper becomes loose. Un this 
principle of expansion by heat a tight 
screw may be withdrawn from a metal 
socket by surrounding the latter with a 
cloth dipped in boiling water.—Pratrie 
Farmer. 

—It is sometimes very convenient to 
know how to make cookies without 
eggs; the following recipe is contributed 
by a reader of the N. Y. Post: Take 
two cups of sugar, one cup of butter, 
one cup of milk, one even teaspoonful 
of soda dissolved in the milk; hot water 
may be used instead of milk, if it is 
thought advisable; use flour enough to 
make a soft dough, roll thin, and bake 
in a quick oven. 

—A lovely sofa pillow is made of 4 
square of pale-blue satin embroidered or 
painted. Use this for the center of the 
pillow, and at the top and bottom put 
bands of terra cotta plush and at the 
sides old-gold plush. Sew all the seams 
together on the wrong side, and on the 
right side finish in herring-bone stitch 
with colored embroidery silk; edge with 
a short silk fringe. Cover the under 
side of the pillow with pale-blue satine, 
and then put on the top covering.—Chs- 
cago News. 

—A colt’s feet are sound and well 
formed before he is shod, and the ills of 
the horse's feet are occasioned by shoe- 
ing, and cured by “running barefoot.” 
Most ailments, such as spavin, ring- 
bone, etc., can be traced to bad shoe- 
ing. A barefoot horse will travel freer, 
keep his footing freer, and show less fa- 
tigue from a journey or a hard days’ 
work than if shod. The kick of an un- 
shod horse is not as dangerous as when 
shod, and stumbling rarely occurs—cut- 
ting, interfering, overreaching and forg- 
ing never.—M/. CU. Weld. 

—‘* Best crops of wheat have been 
grown on zround settled well after the 
first plowing, and then merely surface 
loosened at seeding time.*? Thisis ad- 
ditional proof of what is now pretty 
well established, that our mode of pre- 
paring for corn or potatoes by having 
the whole deep furrow filled loosely 
with uncompact mold is not the prep- 
aration that suits wheat and rye. Our 
common practice of stirring deeply at 
seeding time, and then compacting the 
surface with horses and harrow, is the 
upside down of what these plants re- 
quire.— NV. Y. Tribune. 

—Boiled starch is much improved by 
the addition of a little spermaceti or a 
little salt, or both, or a little cum arabic 
dissolved. Beeswax and salt will make 
flatirons as clean and smooth as glass ; tie 
a lump of wax in a rag, and keep it for 
that purpose; when itons are hot, rub 
them with the wax rag, and scour with 
& paper or. rag sprinkled with salt. 
Kerosene will make tin kettles as bright 





as new; saturate a woolen rag and rub 


with it: it will also remove stains from 
cleaned varnished furniture.—Indiana 
State Sentinel. 


—Cold Catsup: Chop fine half a 





peck of tomatoes, two roots of grated 
horseradish, one small cupful of salt, 
half acupful of bleck and the same of 
white mustard seed, two tablespoonfuls 
of black pepper, one cupful of onions 
chopped fine, one tablespoonful of pow- 
dered cloves, one of mace, one of cinna- 
mon, one of celery seed, one quart of 
nasturtiums, half a cupful of sugar, and 
one qnart of vinegar. Mix all together 
and put into jars. Cork tightly. Tt will 
keep until tomatoes come again, and is 
excellent.—J?ural World.

House’ Dresses. 

The tasteful fancy at present for house 
dresses is also an economical one, as it 
consists of a jacket of one color with 
skirts of another. Thus a dark, wine- 
colored or an electric blue basque of 
cashmere or cloth may be worn with 
black skirts, colored skirts of silk or of 
wool, and also with the dark plaid wool- 
ens. Ladies who like to sew on braid 
in patterns trim these jackets fancifully, 
while others prefer. parallel rows of 
braid, or else very narrow black passe- 
menterie that resemble: braiding, while 
still others prefer the stitched, corded, 
or piped edges without trimming. In- 
stead of the Jersey-shaped jacket, that 
with battlemented edges is now much 
used, or else the front edges are piain, 
and the four forms of the back have the 
seams left open to the waist line, and 
are made to form four squares, with the 
trimming pussing all around them. 
These house jackets are invariably sin- 
gle-breasted, though some have a 
notched collar at the top like that of a 
gentleman’s morning coat, and are 
worn with a flat scarf, such as gentle- 
men use. For silk, velvet, and plush 
combination suits for nicest use in the 
house, the plaited vest of Breton jackets 
or else a shorter breton plastron is much 
used, and brightens up the simplest 
toilette. This vest is of the silk or the 
inexpensive soft twilled satin used for 
the skirt, while the jacket is of velvet, 
velveteen, or plush. All combinations 
are now much more distinct in the way 
the fabrics are employed and less patchy 
than those of last year, and to do this 
the different stuffs ure confined to differ- 
ent parts of the dress; for instance, the 
redingute is-all of figured stuff and the 
skirt all plain, or else the figured stuff 
forms the entire skirt and the basque or 
redingote is plain. Broeaded goods that 
are still considered the first choice in 
Paris are inexpensive here because they 
are so generally worn, hence it is a 
good plan to buy a good brocade of 
large detached flower pattern for one 
part of the dress that is to be made over, 
and this may be made up in the redin- 
gote style.—Harper’s Bazar.
